But for 
Berea, under theChriatian aafeguttrds 
which eiiat here, we have bsm that it 
wa* a good arrangement (or both 
races, and a lienefit to the State " 
A "straw vote" was taken, first by 
ths colored atudenta. and then by 
the white, which stood practically 
uuauimously in favor of the present 
arrangement*

when newspapers arrived with reports 
of the hearing at Frankfort, there wss 
surprise and indignation to see thst 
citizens of Berea were reported aa 
present at ths hearing and represent- 
ing people who opposed the bill as 
being in its favor. Aaperaioua were 
also oast upon the management of the 
College. President Froets effort, 
therefore, in his remarks in the Tsb 
ernacle, waa to allay excitement, and 
contradict rumors that ths bill hsd 
already passsd, etc 

He began by saying that in politics 
men often feel compelled to act not 
according to their own best judgment 
but in such a way aa to aatiafy ths 
rougher element among their sup- 
porter* In Frankfort he had been 
told that some men would not dare to 
vote againat the bill for fear of offend- 
ing some of their supporters. 

The Committee had treated the op 
ponents of the bill with entire oourt- 
ssy, but had dons a very unusual 
thing in having no public hearing, 
but meeting those in favor of ths bill 
firat by themselves in privste. Con- 
sequently the opponents uf tbs bill 
were embsrassed iu not knowing till 
afterwards what had been aaid. 
According to tbs newspaper reports 
Mr. McChssney had represented the 
Col leg* aa a lawbreaker, whereaa the 
opponents of the bill could hsve 
shown thst ths statute* he quoted 
applied only to school* drawing rava- 
nus from ths State.

This Institution, the only one in the 
SUte that la affected by thia bill, has 
in existence for 48 years, and has 
inder iu present charter, 
lately renewed, since 186f>. During 
this long period it has been engaged 
in an educational and Christian work 
(wholly benevolent and unsectarisn), 
and haa gathered friends and atu- 
denta and accumulated considerable 
properties. These funds were given, 
many of them with the express pro- 
vision, and nearly ell with the 
implied understanding, that, in the 
words of the charter, the privilegea o r 
the Institution were to be open "to all 
K»pl* of good moral 
character." 

Thia simple provision, which is the 
ssms aa that of the oldest and strong- 
■ in America, and all the 
educational institutions of the Chris

House- lly unanimously agreeing to 
a resolution amending the rules of tho 
house the resident commissioner to 
congress frntu Porto Rico was given 
additional authority equal In all essen- 
tial resp«s-ts to that of a delegate from 
a territory, the action not requiring 
the concurrence of the senate. A hill 
which provided for a "delegate from 
Porto Rico" passed the bouse during 
the last congress, but was amended by 
the senate to such an extent that It 
failed A bill duplicating the action 
of the house at the last session Is now 
pending but meanwhile Porto Rico 
will receive under tho action oaken 
Tuesday practically all of the benefits 
extended In the measure. Several 
hours were spent by the house In pa?s 
Ing five private claims bills and the be- 
ginning of consideration of the omni- 
bus claims bill.

Many of the sultans, as well at- 
private Individuals, have left money la 
their wills for the maintenance of these 
holy birds. One mosque In particular, 
bairl by Sultan Mayezld II . Is generally 
called "Pigeon Mosque." ot. account of 
the specially large number of birds that 
moke their homes there. Tlie tradition 
about this Is that when the mosque was 
building a poor widow wished to help. 
She had no money, but she had a pair 
of pigeons, so she gaie these, the best 
she had. The sultan was so pleased with 
the gift that he decreed that no one 
should disturb the bird; and their de- 
scendants, and so they have Increased 
and multiplied beyond calculation. 
These pigeons know a stranger, acd as 
soon as they see one enter the court- 
yard down they come, a feathered 
whirlwind, with a sound like the roar 
of a cataract, ready for tbe corn which 
they have learned to expect. A Turkish 
Imam -lands tinder the archway with 
a basket of corn, which he sells to the 
vlsl' ir for a few cents. Just as the chil- 
dren here buy peanuts to feed the ani- 
mals at the circus or zoo.

those who feared evil results from 
this one regulation. As decade after 
decade has gone by, however, even 
those most inclined to hostility have 
found no scandal or collision in con- 
nection with Berea i vork, and have 
freely admitted that our instructors, 
devoted to lofty ideals, have excelled 
in character forming power, and that 
our students are distinguished for 
sobriety and earnestness. Within the 
radius of Berea's influence is to be 
found a standard of social purity 
which is not excelled in any other 
part of our commonwealth. Its edu- 
cational methods have made this 
school favorably known throughout 
the nation. It is because of this good 
repute that the number of students, 
especially white students, has in- 
creased until last year XOH white and 
174 colored students were enrolled. 
Funds have been accumulated until 
the Institution now has the largest 
college library in the State, buildings 
and grounds worth $200,000, and an 
endowment fund of $450,000. Be 
sides the income from this endow- 
ment the College receives and 
expends above £50,000 a year, which 
comes in personal gifts. 

It is evident that this iarge and 
beneficent work ought not to be inter- 
rupted or hindered, and that any 
forcible change in its constitution 
would be like violating the faith of 
the Commonwealth which has allowed 
donors to give these funds for work 
upon the present basis. 

Some have supposed and said that 
Berea College pursues this policy l>e- 
cause it was laid down by the sturdy 
Kentuckians who were its founders, 
but that those now in charge would 
be willing to have a change which 
should remove the colored element, 
and free us from the linger of scorn 
sometimes turned toward the school. 
We wish by our individual signatures 
to refute this supposition and report. 
We who to day have immediate charge 
of this work do not oppose, but favor 
a general separation of the races in 
the public schools of the State; we do 
not favor but absolutely oppose any 
thing which could tend toward inter 
marriage of the races; we do not 
condemn other institutions for the 
course they may pursue. But on the 
other hand we consider it for the best 
interests of both races and the good 
of the State that in some institutions 
white and colored young 
meet in the classroom. Suck 
tion as we know it here has been only 
for good, and we an uualterably op- 
posed to any forcib e change. Not 
only ts every dollar of Berea's prop- 
erty inextricably dedicated to both 
races, but our own hearts are so dedi- 
cated. We trust you will believe that 
we are actuated in this matter by 
motives of conscience and patriotism. 

We do not. of course, ask you per- 
sonally to approve of the internal 
regulations of this or any other private 
institution. The internal management 
of an independent school rests with 
those who sustain and conduct it. 
We simply refer to our long estab- 
liahed rights under our charter, and 
the well known spirit of Kentucky in 
favor of toleration, free speech and 

individual liberty.

Sensational Reports 
Anil now comes the event which 
fired the imagination of newspaper 
correspondents. In the quiet hours 
of the moonlight night some stealthy 
hand hung from a telephone pole an 
erligy of the citi/en whose words be- 
fore the Committee at Fraukfort, as 
reported in the newspapers, 
seemed most full of mil 
tion. It was a ga/iug stock for an 
hour next morning, and then cut down 
and removed. This was the extent 
of the "outrage" so widely heralded- 
there was no crowd, no noise, no 
"excited throng of negroes in the 
public square." no "race war," no 
"tension between town aud College." 
Probably only three or four people, 
quite possibly only one, was concerned 
in the affair. 

Nevertheless in our amusement and 
indignation at the newspsper stories 
we must not forget that it was a real 
outrage— a barbarous way of express 
ing disapproval. And every one was 
made to feel that it was such by the 
r3marks at College prayers next 
morning. 

President Frost took time to call 
upou the abused man to express his 
sympathy, and bis disapproval of the 
forms of censure heaped upon birr., 
and to say that he was loath to be- 
lieve he had realized the impression 
which would be made by his words 
before the Committee in Frankfort.

But the Press soon begau to help 
as well as hinder. The Courier 
Journal, whose first report of the 
hearing was very fair, published Pree 
ident Frost's statement in good shape, 
the Cincinnati papers began to seek 
better correspondents, aud the really 
great papers of the country sent words 
of editorial cheer. 

A conference of such Trustees as 
were in reach was held in Cincinnati, 
at which two points were settled: 
First, the proposed bill will be op- 
posed by all possible honorable means 
in the Legislature, where sundry 
sturdy Democrats are rising up 
against it. and later, should it become 
a law, in the courts. At present there 
seems good prospect of its being tie 
feated in the Legislature. 

And, second, we are not prepared 
to open any discussion as to what our 
course would be in the event of ulti- 
mate defeat, except that we assure all 
the young people looking to Berea— 
the colored, the northern students and 
the mountaineers and other Ken- 
tuckians -that we shall >>e true to 
their interests. Somehow, some 
where, Berea College would go on, 
crippled perhaps for the moment, but 
strong and resolute. 

SKETCH OF BEREA'S HISTORY. 

The history of Berea College ia a 
part of the story of the forwari move 
ment of the world. The nineteenth 
century was marked by four things: 
In religion a revival of spirituality 
and the missionary work which re- 
cognizes the brotherhood of man; in 
education a movement toward teach- 
ing what is practical, both ideal and 
manual, and for making education 
the right of every child; in science the 
spirit of inquiry which led to freedom 
of thought, and inventions which 
brought wealth; in politics the Ameri 
can ideas of human rights realized in 
a large extension of liberty. And 
Berea College was born of this for- 
ward movement. 

The institution of slavery, which 
came to the South by inheritance and 
not by choice, prevented that section 
from sharing to the full in these 
movements. After the tendency to 
emancipation of Washington's time 
had declined, and slavery was sup 
posed to be more profitable, the 
advocatesof slavery became so intense 
that the anti slavery Southerners, 
who were very numerous, grew silent 
or quietly removed to the free States. 

Kentucky, however, was more liber- 
al, and a large number of her leading 
citizens retaining their anti slavery 
sentiments remained in the State. 
This was especially true in Madison 
and adjoining counties, and men like 
Cassius M. Clay proposed to maintain 
free speech in their native common- 
wealth. In his fight for liberty Clay 
took note of the fact that the mountain

If you try It, you 
would think there were at least 200 fail- 
ures out of every luO trapped (.approach 
the rear end of the pole or board cau- 
tiously, and fasten a rope to It five or -j!^ 
fast In length. Then start off slowly, 
drsgglng skunk and all after you Vim 
can drag tbem any distance you see fit. 
and there will be no opor. Then you 
can dispatch them in any manner you 
wish But. kill them as you will (unUss 
you take hold of the pole and dip them 
in water deep enough to submerge 
them 1. there will be odor The object of 
this method Is to get the odor. If any. a 
rate distance from the house or bee yard. 
Try this, and see how easy and sure It Is.
